SHAFTEH. 


FIGHTING IS HEAVY ON BOTH SIDES. 
Washington, July 1.—1 p. m,—Greely 


received a dispatch from colonel Allen, of 
the Signal corps, saying that the fighting 
is going on heavily on both sides. The 
dispatch farther states that Cevera's fleet 
is firing on the American troops and that 
a numer of American and Cuban wound- 
ed have been brought in. Sampson's fleet 
is firing on Morro Castle. 


SHAFTER WILL WIN IN 48 HOURS. 


Washington, July 1.—The receipt of 


Shafter's dispatch stating that an action 
had been begun at Santiago caused great 


excitement at the departments. The be- 
lief is that Shafter will capture the city 
within forty-eight hours, as he stated he 
could do in his telegram of Wednes- 
day. 
Some officers believe that the 


Spaniards, who are 
probably 
being 


shelled by the heavy artillery of the 
Americans, will evacuate the city almost 
immediately and will' fall back upon 
their reinforcements that are slowly com- 
ing forward, and that Shafter will follow 
them up, the result being a great land bat- 
tle. There is no one that is not fully con- 
vinced that the American troops will 
celebrate the fourth of July in Santiago.

landed the espadition which was to con- 
quer the island of Cnbauacau for the 
kings of Spain. Both places, Baiquin 
and Las Palmas, aud also La Caunanera 
where Htiutiogtoii's marines are «o\\ 
camped, are sitnafecl on that portion of 
Cuba knnirn at th« time of tb« Spanish 
conquest as the province of Baitiqniri, 
whose ruler was Hatney. 


Hatney was the first victim of Spam's 


tyranny in Cuba, He took arms against 
the invaders, bat soon fell into the 
hands of Velasquez aud was burned 
alive for his crime, Ta the priest who 
was with him twtil the last moment, 
and who exhorted him to pray that he 
might go toheaven, Hatney asked, "Fa- 
ther, where do the Spaniards go after 
their death?" 


"To heaven," was the priest's imme- 


diate reply. "Then,"tbe anfortnnate 
chief exclaimed, "let me alone. If I am 
to meet Spaniards in heaTen, I prefer to 
go to hell." Although in all probabili- 
ties the Indian name of the place w here 
onr soldiers have landed was Baiqnin, 
it is now called Daiquiri by everybody

Stamps Cannot Be Used for War Taxes 


Unless Marked Officially. 


In answer to numerous inquiries on 


the subject the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue at Washington 
has 


stated that postage stamps could not 
be used in place of revenue stamps ex- 
cept such as had been imprinted by 
the government with the letters "I. It." 
If the ordinary postage stamps not so 
imprinted 
were used for internal 


revenue purposes the documents or 
articles to which they were applied 
would be regarded as "unstamped and 
treated accordingly. 
Attention 
is 


also called to the fact that imprinted 
stamps cannot be used in payment of 
postage. The express companies in 
Lima have received a supply of stamps 
which are the usual one cent stamp 
with the letters I. It. printed over the' 
face in red ink. They will be used on 
packages which are subject to tax in 
the express offices.

Tax. 


War Revenue 


Kdr a number of days the oilicials ot 


the various t-xpress companies have- 
been discussing ihe v>fu-ct of the war 
revenue tai. upon their business. 


It is utated to day that the compan- 


ies liave decided that the pnymeni of 
the lax by them would take so large a 
proportion of their entire revenue that 
H would be impossible for them to 
assume the burden. T«o propositions 
weie considered: 
Either to increase 


their rates to an amount which would 
make good to them the expense of the 
tux, or to add the tax directly to their 
existing rates. 


Under their contracts with the rail- 


road companies the express people are 
obliged to pay a certain percentage, 
van-ing from 40 to 50 percent, of their 
gross receipts, as compensation for 
express facilities upon tho various 
roads. The adoption of the first of 
these measures would therefore have 
necessitated an increase in the rates 
of the express companies to a sum 
nearly double the amount of the tax.

uatU 6f aHegiance and was sworn iu 
heuteuaut colonel of the First volun- 
teer regiment of mounted rifles.

"Gentlemen, you havo now reached 


Ihe last point. If any one of yon doesn't 
moan business, let. him nay so now. Ait 
hoar irom now it will be too late to 
back oat. Ouct; in you've got to see it 
through. You've got to perform with- 
out flinching whatever duty is assigned 
yon regardless of the difficulty or dan- 
ger attending it. If it is garrison dnty, 
yon most attend to it. If it is meeting 
the fever, yon must be willing. If it is 
the closest kind of fighting, yon must 
be anxious for it. You must ki.ow how 
to ride, how to shoot, how to live in 
the open. Absolute obedience to every 
command is your first Jessou. No mat- 
ter what comes yon mustn't squeal. 
Think it over, and if any man wishes 
to withdraw he will be gladly excused, 
for hundreds are ready to take his 
place." 


There -was not a blanched cheek on- a 


qnaihug eye in the crowd. Eager ex- 
pectancy and anxiety for action were 
photographed in every face. 
Nor from 


that day to this has there been any les- 
sening of the spirit with which these 
men of diverse types entered into their 
new roles. The one feel ing has been one 
of anxiety to get to the front and show 
the country what real fighting looked 
like. 


At the San Antonio camp the eastern 


men dropped all pretensions and became 
the commoue&t kind of common sol- 
diers.

27, after a long, hard siege of camp life, 
very useful, however, in whipping the 
rough riders to shape, the orders came 
to move to Tampa and join the forces 
of General Shafter.

welcome orders The first squadron led 
the van, the eastern men followed 
day or two afterwaid 
There was a 


good deal of disappointment when it 
was learned that the rough riders were 
going to be rough walkers, tha war de- 
partment having decided that it could 
not send their horfcps to Cuba. But the 
prospect of fcharp fighting in the near 
future buoyed up the men, and they 
started to the front without a murmur 
and with faces that bore a look of de 
termination and of hope.
